Europe. 

LoNDOir, March 11.— The Housa of 
Commons resumed the debate oa Irish 
Reform. 

: i'vGIadstona said tho Irish tenants were 
wanting iq enterprise, and should bo en- 
couraged by every possible means ia mak- 
ing iuiproYcment on llieir farms. As to 
the Church, it was the duly of tho Min- 
isters of the Crown to make out and sub- 
mit a different plan of treatment of that 
subject. Meanwhile tho Parliament 
should lose no time in taking action itat'lf 
ill favor of religious equality in Ireland. 
He eatftrtained the hope that tho mrnistry 
fully .realized- the gravity of tlie Irish 
question. It was in vain to rely open 
time as a ciuo for the evil. Seven hun^ 
dred yeftrs have been wasted. Tho Irish 
inhabitants of Canada and Ansiralia were 
contented. The great reason for their 
. pantipV, .vv:).^ *!;a', '.V.ov )-.075ercc(l \Y.e fruit? 
of tbcir own' iiibdr. ' I'iiey enjoycu cn'^i 
and religious equality; but in Ireland tho 
discontent was idespread. Tho alleged 
nitioiii)! prosperity of Ireland was proof of 
this, DOtwithstauding the condition ol 
the country ds described by somo of the 
gentlemen who preceded him. No one 
Eccia^d snrprised that tho people of Ire- 
land should complain of their misery, 
The oris: vns a grave one, not only on 
account of tho rapid depopulation of Ire- 
land by emigration, but on account of the 
couditiou of these who remained. It 
•\vas the imperative duty of tho Govera- 
ment to give this institution their early 
attention. Gladstone thon proceeded to 
review various measures of relief which 
the ministry had proposed. Only one he 
approved; that political reformation he 
proposed in 1849. The adoption ol tho 
bill for tho relief of the Irish tenants was 
nrgeally pressed by Sir Robert Peel, bnt 
without success, and all measures have 
failed. He deprecated inquiring Into the 
Irish Church establishment. It was 
well known that the system was generally 
disliked. lie ridiculed the excuse for 
the delay io this matter given by the 
Government. His speech closed with an 
eloquent appeal in the House to take im- 
mediate action. 

Disraeli followed. He commenced by 
deploring his fate in attaining to cfQce 
when a crisis of 700 years standing had 
to be settled. Ths ministry which pre- 
ceded Lord Derby bad neglected the 
wrongs of ages. He went on to com- 
bat the arguments of Gladstone. He 
denied that tho action of the Fenian 
Ur^u'tfiiSuv'iiJn ■■'tffffli'rouiid • tiro •• uVviuia* ■ or 
. affected the plans of the ministry. Fen- 
fan outrages should prompt no measures 
and hasten no )iolicy. Members, ho 
hoped, v.'cro not ''blarneyed" by the 
''speeches of men who, when in power, did 
'nothing but naake speeches— some for 
t'l^^ Cii'irch ?=t^.b''''!nT'?;r'*:. TT/> t\<'s'.l<>-r''A. 
if pressed Io an is.siie on llie question the 
Government would feel just iQed in mak- 
ing an appeal to the country. There had 
alreiidy been too many measures of vio- 
lenee, too much ccuDscatiou of property in 
Ireland. No measures could bo called 
coDciliatory which outrage the rights of 
a million and a half of men. Disraeli 
concluded by assuriiij^' the House that tho 
ininistry wore disposed to consider all 
questions which had arisen in regard to 
Ireland; all they asked for was time. 

Mngaire's resolution was withdrawn and 
tlie debate ended.. 

Lord Stanley stated that the Oovorn- 
incnt could not at present submit the 
papers in the Springbok case. ThO) were 
in the hands of tho Crown oGScers.

Lhs( night it was bung 
wiih strips of common carpeting, to prevent 
echoes, while on the stage were the gas- 
lights, the welUkoown desk, and the claret- 
colored back-screen, which ia eo well culcu- 
lateil to ('iminish any shade oT port on ibc 
countenance ol tbe novelist. Tbe gas — as is 
usually the cose wiih Washington gua -was 
decidedly bud, almost refusing to burn, and 
making it necessary for Mr Dickens to com- 
riieticu by a neat excuse, in wbioh be 
Hugge.sted that tbe radinnce from the ooonie- 
nuiices of his auditors mast supply the 
deficiency. 

Dickens alwoys gots himfelf up for his 
reudiuga with true histrionic fidelity, nnd 
those wbo bud seen him in Boston or in New 
York could nol detect the slightest change, 
even in the arrangement of bis walcli cbu'ii 
h:.- [5-->iiilv bonqiict, ' .M.irlny wr.s lU-.riil 
to bi'gin Willi ! That was cerlaiu." oiid 
Htraigbiway he brought forward the charac- 
ters in tbe " Ubtisimas Carol," eliciting fre^ 
quent applause. Soon, when the Gboai 
iiitioducud Scrooge into lha shop of his old 
muHter, and bo exclaimed, in Iho miHer's 
deep voice; 'Bless bis heart, it's Fezziwig 
alive yet I' a black dog who h.-vd doubtless 
followed his inasler into tlio body of tbe 
house responded m deep tonos ; 'Bjv^! 
wow I wowl' Tbe andienoe were convulsed 
with laughter, in which Mr Dickens joined, 
and it v. as Ben:o 'iisc bc-fcra be 0"u:d c-'jp— 
press bis rnirlb. 

Tbo audience was opprecialive. Mr Sum- 
ner oppeared to hugely enjoy tho artistic 
olouution of hii old Iriend ; Mr Speaker 
Colfax watched him closely as be felt that it 
might be bis duty to call bim to order ; 
S'anton glared at him as though undecided 
whether to applaud or to banish him as Has ■ 
sell nnd Sula were banished ; grnre and 
usually oyster-liku legislators yigyled ; young 
Catholic priasts roared with laughter ; and 
all present appeared to enjoy themselves uh 
uiucb as those did who were in lha game ul 
bliu l-man's bud at tbo bouse of Scrooge's 
uepbew, where lluppins would catch the 
plump sister in the lace tiiclcer.

'I'hore.ifter ' Boz' 
became a familiar name in tbo Dickeus 
family, and Cbarlcs ailopted it as his own 
title. Some fifteen veara iii?o.. this younger 
and (avotitc brother catna to Cbioacn to re- 
side. He entered tho uRico of the Illinois 
Central Railroad Company, and as long us 
be;!:! ■OG'.ictied hiefsTni!" lived 'je:::rcr".;t;i"" 
but sickness came, and with it p>;niHy and 
trouble. Somo Uvo years ajio Mr Au^^uitua 
N. Dickens died, leaving his widow and ber 
large iamily unprovided lor, strangers in a 
strange land.

New Gold SaTiDg Procesi. 

A correspondent sends us the following: 
Mr. II. Kelly, 34 Pino street, New 
York, for three years manager of tho 
Virginian Gold Beltj Mine,>iiSitnBted on 
the Potomac twelve miles' above' Freder- 
icksburg, nnil who is now tho ngent of 
tlio company in New York, gives a most 
fuvouiuble account of the amalgnmating 
process invented by Van Buren Ryerson, 
its actual value having already been prov- 
ed by fonr weeks' constant use. Tbe 
yield of this mine hha rarely exceeded 
eight dollars per ton, but under the new 
system the average has been thirty dol- 
lars, which is but three per cent less than 
the ussay. 

Twenty tons of ore from a arolina mine 
were shipped last week to the neir mill at 
the Gold Belt works, and the yield which 

in Carolina had not exceeded four dollars, 
by tho new process was increased to 
twelve dnllura. The diQicnlty in treating; 
tho Virginia ore wa.s the excess of sul- 
phur which has generally been tho enemy 
of progn 83 in mining regions, and is tbo 
source of both trouble nnd loss in our 
Mudoc gold fields. Ryerson's patent is 
for the use of superheated steani, which 
is steiiin lieuted up to a temperature of 
twelve htiiidred degrees, and lo which the 
crushed ore is exposed for 15 minutes 
before the qaioksilver is nsed. Mr Ryer- 
son claimed that his process would over- 
come all previous dilTicultie.^ and enable 
the amiilgaiuator to extract the entire 
assay, and tlio result seems to have justi- 
fied hi.s exiieclatioiis. He uses a shaking 
bath 30 feet in length, and with a very 
peculiar movement, but the ono di.stinctivo 
feature of this progress is tho suporhouted 
r.tciiin. ''iho nrn.shnr nsr-r( ■n.t'""tT\i?' '<.''oi'a' 
. 13ult mill i.s Brown's Boston Machine, 
which crushes l5 tons adny; it does not 
work Willi .stamps, but by a cciilrifugul 
movciiieiit make»' rock crush rock. The 
cost of crusher was about $1,000, the 
price of Ilyerson's machine was §1,500 
Willi |i royalty of $5,000. We understood 
.Mr ICclly to say distinctly that a five 
liorso engine was all the power requited, 
but possibly this was an error. Tliis in- 
vention or discovery will, wo imiifiine, 
prove of great importance to our Madoc 
gold companies, especially as tho charge 
of 85,000 royalty will hardly be demand- 
ed in Canada — Toronto Globe.

He feels so solitary 
atnoiig [M'iiiccs — so lonely in the liall.s that 
have belonged to those who scorn him as 
an usurper. And he gathers his family 
around him, the family ho can love, the 
family ho can trust, and when ho tries to 
count their numbers, finds cotifroiitinjj; 
him naught but tho tombs of two dead 
men and the fuco of a child that is dy- 
ing. ^
